Claims 1-272 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 101 because the 
disclosed invention is inoperative and therefore lacks utility. 
See the reasons given in the last two Office actions. 

Claims 1-272 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. See the reasons 
given in the last two Office actions. 

The new extensive experimental evidence submitted by 
applicant has been considered, but is not convincing of error in 
the rejections. Such evidence is cumulative to that already of 
record, and the calorimetric, spectroscopic and plasma experiment 
data has been adequately addressed in sections 19-25 in the 
ATTACHMENT TO RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS which was a part 
of Paper No. 11. See particularly section 24 of such attachment.
